The law enforcement divisions of the Tri-Town 
teamed up to bring the event to the community. National 
Night Out is an event aimed at promoting police- 
community partnerships and it allows people to meet the 
local law enforcement in a friendly, social way. 

"We thought we needed it for the community," 
said Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee. "It's great for 
the kids. We want kids to know that we're here to help. 
Sometimes kids see a cop car on the side of the road, and 
they get a little nervous. So we want them to meet us in a 
friendly situation." 

Magee said the idea for the local event came 
about as he visited a similar event held in Kingston 
several years ago. "We thought we really needed 
something like this locally," he explained, "but it's hard 
for any single division to host the entire event. The three 
towns all work closely, and we came together again to 
all produce this." They received aid from several local 
businesses, who donated food and drinks to the event, as 
well as mini-games. 

More than anything else, though, Magee said 
the event was aimed at providing an opportunity for fun 
for the entire family. "It's sometimes tough to go out as 
a family when everything costs money," he said. "We 
wanted to make a free evening for the entire family to 
have fun. It's a chance to give back to the community." 

By the looks of it, the police force made a success 
of the event. The local fire departments offered a "Spin 
the Wheel" game, where children answered basic safety 
related questions to win a plastic fire helmet; the field was 
dotted by dozens of red helmets. Some children played 
at the mini batting cages or hoops games, while others 
climbed over the harbormaster's boat or peered out of 
the top of the SWAT team's armored vehicle, the BearCat.

Mahoney believes are critical to senior citizens. After 
casting about trying to find a location, she approached 
the town about using the Music Hall. In her imagination, 
it was the right size with the right accessibility to allow 
programs for seniors to take place. 

A year later, her vision was crystal clear. "I had 
two objectives," Mahoney said. "The first one was to raise 
awareness that we needed a senior center, and the second 
was a get a place where people could come together," 
she said. The Music Hall is open to seniors on Mondays 
and Wednesdays with such programs as chair yoga, 
blood pressure clinics, a social hour, buffet luncheons and 
lectures. 

"We are seeing about 50 people throughout those 
days," said Mahoney. Mahoney's personality, training, 
and her long career as a psychologist added to her first 
person understanding of the needs of the aging. "Loss 
is the word that comes to mind," she shared, "...you 
lose your husband, your kids move on, your job is gone, 
friends die, you deal with lots of loss. . ."

But without a place to go 
to, where others might be available for friendship or just 
to share a cup of coffee, Marion's seniors were adrift. 

Jean Wickenden Lake, lifelong Marion resident 
said, "Being able to come here is very exciting. I get a few 
hours away from home, hear great lectures, see friends. 

I'm very pleased." 

Priscilla Ditchfield, board member of the Friends 
of the Marion CO A said, "In the beginning Joanne did 
everything, arranged everything, got the speakers." 

Now with the assistance of the Marion CO A staff, all the 
programs are running smoothly and growing. 

Marion's new CO A Director Heather Sylvia 
added to the conversation saying, "The main focus for me 
is to get our own center. We share this building and that's 
great, but as programs continue to expand, we'll outgrow 
the Music Hall." She said that another new program that 
will be taking place in the antique building is the Memory 
Cafe. 

"It will be a nonjudgmental program. People who 
are still high functioning but dealing with dementia can 
come here," Sylvia said. She continued, "Caregivers can 
get a break as well as resource materials to help them and 
their loved one. There'll be games, speakers, outings, and 
education." She said that people dealing with cognitive 
issues find some programs too overwhelming, so the need 
was there for a something geared towards this specific 
group of senior citizens. 

After presenting Mahoney with a huge bouquet of 
flowers and a rousing round of applause in appreciation 
of all she had done for the seniors in the community, 
everyone tucked into a delicious buffet luncheon followed 
by a live musical performance.

owners to scoop it, while recruiting participants for his 
Dog-Gone Walkathon on August 27. 

"It's a rain or shine event, and it's twenty dollars 
to enter the walkathon," said Bauer.

The common loon is one of the most eye-catching 
and unforgettable appearing water birds with a wide 
human habitat overlap all across the lake country of North 
America. It is clearly identifiable with a black head and 
neck that lowers down into white stripes and panels like 
mirrors that seem to reflect either solar or lunar light - like 
water line portholes of a cruise ship at night. 

Even more mystical is the sound of the loon's wail 
across the water, creating an audible window of conscious 
awareness through which one sees eternity, best described 
by Henry David Thoreau as the most un-earthly sound 
he had ever heard.

to atmospheric environmental frequencies knew it as a 
prediction of impending rain. The other loon call is a loud 
laughing startling yodel of an alarm, while standing up in 
the water with splashing wings to warn intruders they are 
approaching too close to the nest. 

My inspiration for writing and drawing for this 
article is the annual Emmons family vacation at Lake 
Winnipesaukee in the A.M.C. Summer Camp not far 
from the Loon Preservation Committee headquarters 
in Moultonborough Neck, where they monitor the loon 
population and educate the public to support their 
programs.

seems to lead to a missing link to egg-laying dinosaurs 
with feather-covered wings and incredibly efficient 
respiratory systems that extract more oxygen than other 
normal breathing creatures.

get her to take a nap. I'd often put her in the car and drive 
her around. 

Up and down Interstate 195 from the 
Mattapoisett to the Marion exit and back again. I'd gently 
maneuver the mini-van as I intermittently peeked in the 
rearview mirror for that moment when her little head 
would at last tilt to the side and she, in blissful baby- 
sleep, would finally nap. 

I'd return home with my sleeping sweetheart, 
drive into our back lot, park the van under a shady tree 
and turn off the engine. For the next hour or so, I could 
read my book while she napped, or more often than not. 
I'd nap too. 

During these occasions if my husband was 
home, he'd stealthily creep up to the driver's door and 
whisper through the half-opened window, "Do you need 
anything?" No, I didn't need a thing. As a grandparent, 
you know the importance of relishing the moment, the 
sheer unadulterated joy of watching a sleeping child. It 
only lasts forever in one's mind.

What To Do With Eversource Cash 

Marion Board of Selectmen

During the August 2 meeting of the Marion 
Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
and Energy Management Committee members Jennifer 
Francis and Bill Saltonstall met with the selectmen to 
discuss how to handle cash payments from Eversource. 
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OpenSeasonSpecialties.com 

The utility's 20-year contract with the town for 
energy produced from wind turbines includes a clause 
that allows them to pay the town cash instead of giving 
energy credits or net metering credits as originally 
planned. Now the town is faced with how to best handle 
receiving these cash payments. 

Selectman Steve Cushing said, "The plan was 
to reduce energy costs." Without direct deductions on 
municipal electricity bills, the EMC offered other ideas. 

Francis said that the committee thought that 
possibly half of the Eversource payments could go 
into a new fund that could be used for such things as 
purchasing electric cars, replacing boilers in municipal 
buildings, or planning a municipal solar farm. 

Dawson thought that part of the new cash flow 
should go towards the growing OPEB liability the town 
is facing and said, ". . .that will go a long way with bond 
raters." 

The selectmen were in agreement that to simply 
put the payments into the general fund might mean that 
the cash could get "lost" in the budget. They concurred 
that if funds were segregated, they should also be 
earmarked for specific items. 

Selectman Jody Dickerson suggested that instead 
of looking at the entire lifecycle of the Eversource contract 
when brainstorming how to use the cash, perhaps just 
trying any plan ultimately agreed upon for five or ten 
years was better so that, ". . .we don't tie the hands of 
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future boards." 

The selectmen agreed that the EMC should 
continue to pursue ideas and to return to them with more 
fully developed plans. 

In other news, Dawson said that a grant in 
the amount of $10,924 applied for by the Open Space 
Committee had been awarded. He said that these funds 
could now be used to complete the Grassi Bog repairs. 

Dawson said that abutters to the town-held 
property had been "very patient" in dealing with 
stormwater runoff issues from a failure in an earlier 
water management plan designed by National Resources 
Conservation Service, a federal agency. Armed with a new 
plan from the NRCS that had been vetted by the town's 


peer review consultants CDM Smith, Dawson believed 
"The new plan should fix the problems." 

Repairs to the historic Elizabeth Taber Library 
were also discussed. Board of Trustees President Jay 
Pateakos and architect Bob Raymond said that repairs 
to the front steps, door and improved handicap access 
were paramount to improving the structure. Raymond 
presented conceptual designs that had been part of the 
original campus concepts for the town house project 
to help the selectmen visualize what the front entrance 
changes would look like. 

Funding for the repairs will be paid by donor 
funding, Pateakos said, and although it would not cost 
the town anything, public input was important. The 



selectmen were pleased with the plans and approved 
further exploration. 

Continuing on the theme of repairs, Dawson said 
that the manufacturer of the siding used on the police 
station had declared the product defective and will repair 
and replace the siding under the warranty. 

Funds for the Marion Scholarship fund were 
also discussed when Debra Watson met with the 
selectmen saying, "Since 1994, we have given ninety-one 
scholarships to Marion residents." However, she noted 
that the fund was now empty. To fill the void, Watson 
said a raffle was held. The prize was three Red Sox tickets 
donated by Laura Sharpe and Jim Fogerty. The drawing 
was held and the winner announced: David Ellis. The 
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raffle raised $550. 

Fall special town meeting date was set for 
October 24 at 6:45 pm in the Sippican School multi- 
purpose room. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for August 16 at 7:00 pm in the 
police station community meeting room. 

$1.5 Million Surety Accepted 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

Brandt Point Village was again the topic of 
conversation at the August 1 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
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Planning Board when the newest team of investors and 
developers came before the board to discuss the long list 
of incomplete and problematic issues still pending on 
Phase 1. 


Present on this night to review the most glaring 
unresolved problems at the massive sub-division were 
Mark Marcus of Omega Financial Corporation, who took 
over from Joseph Furtado, an owner/ developer who was 
only involved with the massive project for about a year, 
and Armand Cotellesso the current contractor / developer. 

Planning Board Chairman Tom Tucker suggested 
that they discuss only those line items of a multi- 
page peer review report issued by Ken Motta of Field 
Engineering that were the most critical.

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The issues discussed were: 1) condition of the 
Phase 1 roadway and guardrails; 2) corrections needed 
to bring drainage grates up to specifications; 3) test 
reports on the septic system; 4) repositioning of drainage 
structures now above roadway surface; 5) submittal of as- 
built plans; 6) position of light poles; 7) the location of the 
mail kiosk; and 8) position of electrical duct banks. 

As the group discussed each item on the to- 
do list, the design engineer, A1 Loomis of McKenzie 
Engineering, gave suggestions on how his clients would 
make the necessary corrections, while Motta, hired by the 
town to oversee the project, aired his concerns and ideas. 

Also on-hand was Flighway Surveyor Barry 
Denham. Denham has attended countless meetings 
regarding the sub-division, always with an eye towards 
the condition of the roads that he contends will eventually 
become the responsibility of the town. He had worked 
with Tibbetts Engineering of New Bedford, the engineer 
who performed tests and reported roadway problems 
over a year ago. 

Loomis detailed current roadway conditions and 
corrections. Of the road Motta said, "Tibbetts Engineering 
did an analysis of the roadway ... I'd like them to respond 
as to whether it's a reasonable solution..." He said that he 
trusted Tibbetts and assured the board that they were a 
respectable firm. 

As they moved through the list. Tucker read off 
from Motta' s report then asked Loomis for his comment. 
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Loomis commented on what needed to be done or offered 
compromises while Motta explained his rationale for 
either countering a Loomis suggestion or agreeing with 
him. 


system testing, and the location of guardrails. 

Cotellesso said they had a company ready to 
complete septic testing, but the other items would require 
further study before conclusions could be offered. He also 
said that without the tri-party agreement that weighed in 
the balance on this night, they could not move forward at 
all. "We can't get a mortgage without this," he told Motta. 

For over an hour, the project and its issues were 
discussed and decisions made regarding next steps along 
with associated commitments made by Cotellesso and 
Loomis. Once satisfied that accountability and action were 
in place, the board members released lots in Phase 2 in 
exchange for a tri-party $1.5 million surety / performance 
agreement. The agreement was signed. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for August 15 at 7:00 pm in the town 
hall conference room. 


Sitting in the audience were Gail Carlson and 
Dennis Dimos, residents of the sub-division who have 
become fixtures at planning board meetings as they 
have sought to have the project completed as planned 
and accountability accepted by the various owners and 
developers whom they have said hello and good-bye to 
over the years. 

Motta asked, "Moving forward, what is the 
schedule?" For his part, Motta said the most glaring 
problems are the condition of the roadway, the septic

meeting. Since that night, Doonan has been compiling all 
his required documentation and support from various 
government agencies, including the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers, which Doonan said has approved the project 
but has not officially released the findings in writing.

Thackeray for an aquaculture farm proposed for a spot 
east of Stewart's Island at Sippican Harbor was continued 
until August 10.

chase continued back through Mattapoisett, Fairhaven 
and eventually back into New Bedford where the suspect 
abandoned his vehicle and fled on foot. He was taken into 
custody by the State Police. 

Rochester Police are filing charges in Wareham 
District Court against the driver, 50-year-old Randall W. 
Harrison of Summer Street in New Bedford. Harrison will 
be charged with negligent operation of a motor vehicle, 
failure to stay in marked lanes, disorderly conduct, two 
counts of assault with a dangerous weapon, failure to stop 
for a stop sign and failure to stop for police. 

Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee says that 
Harrison has a lengthy criminal history including 
resisting arrest and negligent operation and that his 
driving history with the Registry of Motor Vehicles is 
extensive with multiple license suspensions and offenses 
dating back to 1989.

Boucher was the head life guard and Ada Delano was 
the bath house matron. During the school year, Mrs. 
Delano was the head of the cafeteria at Center School, so 
she knew her way around marauding youngsters and 
generally kept us all in line with a friendly smile and a 
cautious scolding. Few actually went in the water. Mostly 
we hung around the bath house or played volleyball. 

The beach not only provided a respite from the 
summer heat but it is where the town's folk gathered on 
the Fourth of July to watch fireworks over the harbor 
or where you went to the annual Lions Club carnival to 
gorge on sticky cotton candy and lose your paper route 
money in a game of chance. Nights were spent at band 
concerts or the teen dances on the wharf. 

The bandstand was at the edge of Shipyard Park 
nestled up against the parking lot. It was an old wooden 
structure painted grey balancing precariously about three 
feet off the ground on rickety two-by-four legs barely able 
to hold up the talented members of the Town Band who 
performed there on Wednesday nights. 

The mischievous among us would sneak under 
the bandstand and push sticks up between the floor 
boards to distract the players. Woe-be-tied the kid who 
got caught doing so by the notorious Beatrice Ingram, 
Police Matron extraordinaire, who ruled the park with an 
iron hand. 

Just as now, there was a split rail fence 
surrounding the park. Any kid who dared hop over it, or 
sit on it or even lean against it would be corralled by the 
much-feared Officer Beatrice, who would scold you in a 
harsh tone and chase you away or worse ban you for life 
from the park ... or at least until the next concert or dance. 
As Shakespeare wrote, she "was a harmless, necessary 
cat," but she sent shivers up the spines of the little tykes 
. . . and provided a challenging game of cat and mouse for 
the older set. 

Years later, the band concerts were suspended for 
a time. Popular demand brought them back with an M.C. 
who sounded like a carnival barker and talked more than 
the band played. Thankfully, wiser heads prevailed and 
small town nostalgia returned. 

Teen dances were held on the parking lot every

On August 4, the Sippican Historical will host 
Chris Black and B. Jay Cooper, who will discuss their 
new book, Mac Baldrige: The Cowboy in Ronald Reagan's 
Cabinet. The book recounts the Washington career of Mac 
Baldrige, the Commerce Secretary during the Reagan 
Administration. Ronald Reagan assumed the presidency 
at a time when Japan and Europe, fully recovered from 
wartime devastation, threatened America's position as 
the number one economy in the world. Manufacturing 
was in decline; traditional industries were being beaten 
by foreign competitors; many American industries 
had grown complacent. President Reagan named Mac 
Baldrige, an industrialist (and card-carrying member 
of the Professional Rodeo Cowboys Association), to his 
cabinet in order to address these economic challenges. 
Mac Baldrige was a pragmatist, not an ideologue. He 
advocated a middle ground between the close-the- 
borders rhetoric of the protectionists and the unfettered 
free-for-all preferred by some business interests. He 
called it "fair trade" and it became the official policy of 
the Reagan Administration. Baldrige led a billion dollar 
company prior to his appointment to the cabinet and once 
famously complained that corporate America had grown 
"fat, dumb and happy." This book recalls an era when 
Democrats and Republicans were social friends despite 
their philosophical differences and compromise was the 
mark of a shrewd and skillful leader. It also recounts the

State of Buzzards Bay Report 

Harmful nitrogen pollution in Buzzards Bay did 
not get worse in 2015 for the first time in over a decade, 
reflecting an encouraging pause in the decline of the 
health of local harbors, coves and tidal rivers across the 
South Coast and Cape Cod's western shore, according to 
the Buzzards Bay Coalition's latest State of Buzzards Bay 
report. 

After falling at a dramatic rate of three points 
every four years since 2003 - when the Coalition released 
its first State of Buzzards Bay report - the score for 
nitrogen pollution score levelled off in 2015. 

"Since 2003, we have documented troubling 
trends in the health of Buzzards Bay. No factor has 
continued to suppress Bay health and restoration efforts 
more than nitrogen pollution," said Buzzards Bay 
Coalition President Mark Rasmussen. "But local efforts 
to clean up nitrogen pollution from septic systems 
and sewer plants, as well as to prevent new sources of 
pollution, may be beginning to stop these declines." 

Nitrogen pollution is the biggest threat facing 
the health of Buzzards Bay. Data collected through the 
Coalition's Bay watchers monitoring program show that 
more than half of the Bay's harbors, coves, and tidal rivers 
suffer from nitrogen pollution - from West Falmouth 
Harbor all the way to the Westport Rivers. When water 
is polluted with nitrogen, it becomes cloudy and murky 
with algae, and fish, shellfish and eelgrass begin to 
disappear. 

The State of Buzzards Bay uses nine different 
indicators to track the health of Buzzards Bay. These 
indicators are grouped into three categories: Pollution; 
Watershed Health; and Living Resources. Overall, 
Buzzards Bay received a score of 45 out of 100.

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Pollution (Nitrogen, Bacteria, Toxics): All three 
pollution indicators remained steady in the 2015 State 
of the Bay Towns across the South Coast and Cape Cod 
are taking steps to reduce nitrogen pollution, and those 
actions are working to stop the Bay's decline. However, 
the bacteria and toxics scores have stagnated after steady 
improvement in past reports. 

Watershed Health (Wetlands, Forests, Stream 
Buffers): Across the region, proactive land conservation 
and permitting at the local level led to another year of 
stability in the scores for wetlands, forests and stream 
buffers. These important habitats filter out nitrogen 
pollution and protect clean water in Buzzards Bay. 

Living Resources (Eelgrass, Bay Scallops, River 
Herring): Overall, the score for eelgrass did not change 
in 2015, reflecting the reductions in nitrogen pollution, 
which impacts this underwater habitat. Bay scallops and 
river herring populations remain dangerously low in 
Buzzards Bay after stunning declines over the last several 
decades. 
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"While we celebrate the pause in Bay decline 
documented in this report, more work lies ahead to 
reclaim the Buzzards Bay of our parents' childhoods - a 
Bay of sparkling, clear water and abundant fish and 
shellfish," said Rasmussen. "The formula for pulling 
the Bay out of the hole we created is clear: continued 
vigilance to protect our most critical forests, wetlands 
and stream buffers, and bold action to clean up nitrogen

Batman: The Killing Joke. With the voices of Kevin Conroy 
and Mark Hamill. Directed by Sam Liu. Running time: 76 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

There's a whole lot to unpack in Batman: The 
Killing Joke , an animated effort shown in theaters for two 
nights before its debut on DVD and Blu-ray this week. 

Based on a lionized 1988 comics story written by Alan 
Moore ( Watchmen ) and drawn by Brian Bolland, the movie 
supposedly asks, as the comic did, why some people 
respond to trauma by going mad and others get stronger. 
Moore's story did this by setting up the classic antagonists 
Batman and the Joker as two men deformed by grief in their 
own ways. One man became a hero, determined to make 
sure no one else was murdered in an alley like his parents 
were. The other man became a supervillain, an anarch 
cackling at the cold cruelty of the universe. Dark as Batman 
is, he's essentially an optimist — he believes his holy war 
on crime matters — while the Joker is a nihilist. 

Whatever depth survives into the movie comes 
from Moore's script — a script he himself disavowed years 
ago, uncomfortable with its grimness and with the way it 
handled Batgirl, a.k.a. Barbara Gordon, the crimefighting 
daughter of Batman's tacit colleague on the Gotham police 
force. Commissioner Gordon. The Joker disables Barbara 
with a bullet to her spine, then kidnaps her father and 
torments him with photos of her naked and in anguish. 
Why? To prove that anyone is only "one bad day" away 
from being a basket case like the Joker, who on top of being 
disfigured also lost his wife and unborn child in a random 
accident. 

The Killing Joke comic is rather short, so the movie 
pads things out by devoting its first full half hour to Batgirl. 
Screenwriter Brian Azzarello invents a smooth gangster 
who calls himself Paris Franz, who's obsessed with Batgirl. 
When she isn't trying to catch Franz, Batgirl is mooning 
after Batman and, eventually, having sex with him on a 
rooftop under the watchful eye of a gargoyle. Aside from 
being pointless, this extended prologue makes the story 
about Batgirl, a focus and emphasis it was never designed 
to bear. Yes, Moore later regretted what he'd done to Batgirl 
(with DC Comics' enthusiastic editorial indulgence, creepily 
enough), and the way his story uses her as a way to test her 
dad's mettle is unfortunate at best. But expanding her role 
before the story proper begins doesn't add any weight to 
her suffering; it just turns the story into The Sorrows of Young 
Barbara , first sexualized by Franz, then rebuffed by Batman, 





and finally brutalized by the Joker. 

It's good, though, that a post-credits scene sets 
Barbara up as Oracle, a wheelchair-bound but brilliant and 
powerful hero who fought crime via computers for years 
after her injury. And there's little quibbling to be made 
about the vocal talent here — Killing Joke reunites Kevin 
Conroy, Mark Hamill, and Tara Strong, who respectively 
voiced Batman, the Joker, and Batgirl in The New Batman 
Adventures. There are some Easter eggs for longtime 
Batfans, such as a monitor in the Batcave showing various 
iterations of the Joker over the decades, nodding to 
Nicholson and Ledger. If you don't expect this Killing Joke 
to pack the wallop it did when you first read it 28 years 
ago, it's smoothly rendered. Once it gets to Moore's story, 
it's slavishly faithful, which means it eagerly reproduces 
every element that has struck readers as problematic for 
the last few decades (including its continuing insistence on 
referring to the dark ride Commissioner Gordon takes as a 
"ghost train"). Still, as with the animated adaptations of The 
Dark Knight Returns and Batman: Year One, if all you ever 
wanted was to see the iconic Batman story in motion, here it 
is. 

One other thing: Batman: The Killing Joke is rated R 
(for "bloody images and disturbing content"). It's not the 
first DC superhero film to be so classified: the "ultimate 
edition" of Batman v Superman released on Blu-ray a couple 
weeks back earned an R for increased violence. This sort 
of thing — age-restricted versions of superheroes that 
began as kids' entertainment — is what Alan Moore came 
to disdain, though his own work popularized the trend 
towards grim and gritty. More off-putting than the violence 
here — which isn't much worse than in the PG-13 Dark 
Knight Returns — is a moment when a gangster refers 
to the Caped Crusader and Batgirl as "Batman and his 
bitch" (an addition by Azzarello, not Moore). Not to sound 
paternalistic, but I think young girls who like Batman (and 
Batgirl) and might want to see this movie can probably wait 
a few years before hearing that particular insult. They'll be 
hearing it soon enough and often enough. They don't need 
to hear it in a movie about a man who dresses as a bat and 
fights crime.

She will provide this rigorous course during eight 
sessions this fall: August 15-20; and on October 15 and 16. 

During this training, in addition to learning about 
dyslexia and reading disorders, participants will learn the 
following fundamental elements of the Orton-Gillingham 
approach: an introduction to phonology; handwriting 
instruction; basic phonics; morphology and words 
derived from Anglo-Saxon, Latin, and Greek; strategies 
for multi-sensory instruction; formal and informal testing 
and how to use that information for tutorials; Orton- 
Gillingham lesson planning; and writing and grammar 
skills. 

Once participants have successfully completed 
this course, they may then begin working on a practicum 
by making arrangements with the instructor. This 



practicum will take place throughout the school year 
and prepare trainees to apply to the Academy of Orton- 
Gillingham at the Associate level.
